Senator Bailey Poses as Spe- 
cial Friend’ of the Agricul- 
tural Classes and Wins Ap- 
plause From the Republican 
Foes of Pact--Whole Tariff 
Question May Be Opened.

Washington, June 19.—(Special.)— 
The agreement to postpone considera- 
tion -of the Root amendment to the 
Canadian reciprocity bill and the re- 
luctance of the opponents of the meas- 
ure to unlimber. their batteries in op- 
position to the pact precipitated a field 
day in the senate today, marked by 
frequent brisk colloquy on a diversity 
of subjects. 

Finally Senator Bailey, of Texas, 
Precipitated himself int6 the breach 
and attempted the difficult task, eyen 
for him, of carrying water on both 
shoulders—criticise reciprocity and its 
republican supporters and yet defend- 


ine the tariff views of his democratic} 


brethren who were defending the presi- 
dent’s agreement. 

Impossible proposals of support of 
Canadian reciprocity, in exchange for 
support of this and that and the other 
features of tariff revision, were ex- 
changed between the two sides of the 
chamber. Republican was aligned 
against republican and Texas democrat 
against Missouri and Mississippi demo- 
crats. At one point in the proceeding 
Senator Bailey adopted the Methodist 
campmeeting style of exhorting the 
®rethren to come in’ and declare their. 
faith. 

“ Attacks Eanmexs, Says Balley. 

Having advanced the view that reci- 
procity was an unwarranted attack 
upon the farmer, Senator Balley found 
a supporter in Senator Dixon, of Mon- 
tana, who said the Texan’s argument 
was “almost unanswerable,” but, and 
he made the “but” very pronounced, 
how was the farme be benefited by 
the democratic proposal to take the 
protective duty off raw wool and still 
leave high rates of duty on manufac- 
tured wool. The Texas senator explain- 
ed his proposal to raise the rates in 
the house bill on raw wool and reduce 
those on manufacturers of wool. Such 
credit as might flow from reciprocity 
was due to President Taft, who origi- 
nated the measure, said the Texas sena- 
tor, and he added that the president 
should also shoulder the discredit if 
the measure, did not work out, and, in 
his opinion, it would not work out. 

“If in ‘consequence of this agreement 
the price of wheat falls 10 cents a 
bushel next year,” said Senator Bailey, 
“all the democrats will have to do is 
to name a man who can read and write 
and we will sweep the northwest. They 
will only see the result, and will cast 
their votes accordingly.” 

Some Republicans in Revolt. 

Led by Senator Dixon, of Montana, 
who again failed in his demand for an 
explanation or a speech in favor ef 
the bill from some of the republican 
leaders who champion the measure, the 
republican opponents declared that if 
the bill passed many republicans would 
join the democrats in an attempt to 
lgywer the duties on all manufactured 
products. 

“When the cornerstone is pulled out 
of the system of protective tariff,” 
gaid Senator Dixon, “when the farm- 
ers’ products are thrown into a free 
market while his purchases continue 
to be protected, there are many good 
protectionists in the republican ranks 
here who will vote to have the du- 
ties pulled down on iron and steel, 
chemicals, cotton and many other 


things.” 

This fight threatens to throw open 
the whole tariff subject. 

“We want to make one killing,” de- 
clared Senator Crawford, of South 
Dakota, “we find the senators from 
Pennsylvania, New. York, Connecticut, 
Massachusetts and Maine, states that 
have always reaped the greatest har- 
vest of protection, advocating this 
measure that proposes to put on the 
free list every simgle article raised in 
the northwest. I want to deal with 
this matter in its entirety. If Penn- 
syivania, Missouri and Massachusetts 
have joined hands in a new political 
propaganda it is time for the rest of 
the country to strike out on a new 

tack.”

SOME RADICAL CHANGES 
IN ATLANTA GOVERNMENT 


ments Without Doing Away 
With Present Form of Gov- 
ernment---Report Will Go to 
Committee, Then to Council 
for Final Action. ‘

For the purpose of revising and im- 
proving the present charter of Atlanta 
the general council yesterday after- 
noon adopted a set of resolutions in- 
structing the city attorney and his as- 
sistant to make a thorough revision, 
and then appointed a committee of 
seven with instructions to receive the 
report of the city attormey and make 
a report on it at a meeting of coun- 
cil to be held on the first Monday in 
July.. Before council meets again each 
member will be served with a copy of 
these resolutions. 

This is the first step taken by coun- 
cil to revise the present charter and, 
as will be seen by the _ resolutions 
given below, they propose to make 
some very radical ch@nges in the pres- 
ent charter without doing away with 
the present form of government. 

Ohanges Provided For, 

The resolutions were introduced by 
Aldermen Candler, Kelley and War- 
ren and provide for a mayor and alder- 
manic board of five members, and a 
board of councilmen of ten Members: 
These changes will cut the _ present 
board of aldermen and councilmen one- 
half and the boards or commissions 
from .twelve to seven members. . The 
councilmen are to be elected as at 
present;—orefronm?r-each of the ten 
wards, and to be voted for by the en- 
tire city. The aldermen are to be 
elected from aldermanic§ districts 
which will be laid off according to 
population and without regard to ward 
lines. The councilmen are to serve for 
two years and will be allowed to guc- 
ceed themselves only one term. The 
aldermen are to serve for five years 
and cannot succeed themselves. 

Boards and Commissions, 

The resolutions further provide that 
all boards or commissions shall be re- 
duced to five members to be appointed 
by the mayor and to each board or 
commission shall be added the mayor, 
who shall be an ex-officio member. 

The resolutions provide elections so 
as not to legislate anybody out of of- 
fice, but the proposed reductions shall 
be made as fast as the present terms 
expire. While the board members 
shall be appointed by the mayor such 
appointments must be confirmed by a 
majority vote of the general council. 
The mayor is given the authority to 
remove from office any board mem- 
ber with the approval of a majority of 
council. All board members are to be 
appointed for three years. 

This gives in substance the pro- 
posed charter revision and the details 
are set. forth in the resolutions, which 
are given in full. ‘ :

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CUTLERY FRAUDS 
ON GOVERNMENT 


Millions Lost By Uncle Sam 
in a few Years 


‘The Frauds Were.in Connection 
With Imports of Cutlery From 


Germany--- Cutlery Schedule 
of the Tariff Gives Chance 
for the Frauds. 


Washington, D. C., June 19.—Frauds 
amounting to several millions of dol- 
lars in duties on importations of cut- 
lery during the last few years have 
been discovered by secret agents of 
the customs service, who, - under the 
direction of Chief Wilkie, have been 
working quietly in this country and 
the Solingen district of Germany, 
whence most of the imports came to 
the United States. 

Secretary of the Treasury MacVeagh 
began the investigation several months 
ago, but as it is not completed, it was 
not said what action might be taken to 
recover the duties of which it is al- 
leged the. government has been de- 
frauded. Neither is it known if there 
would. be criminal .prosecutions. 

Customs authorities say the peculiar 
construction of the cutlery schedule of 
the tariff have given opportunity 
for immense frauds on comparatively 
small. undervaluations. A seizure of 
cutlery made in New York on Saturday 
tllustrates that: fact. On 43 cases of 
cutlery, entered as having .a. vaiwation 
of $10,243, an undervaluation of - only 
$868 was found, but on that one seiz- 
jure the government had been defraud- 
fed of $3,397 in duties. The duty on 
cutlery is very high. 


_. New Rule by Hitchcock. 

Washington, June 19.—Postmaster 
General Hitchcock has amended the 
postal regulations ‘so as to provide a 
maximum of $25 indemnity to owners 
of. lost registered’: mail of the third and 
fourth classes, beginning..July 1. In- 
demnity now is allowed only on regis- 
tered first-class mail except that on 
international registered mails $10 is 
allowed on all ‘classes. 


Saloons Rush to Pay. 

Memphis, Tenn:,: June 19—JIn the 
criminal court here today there was a 
rush of. saloon keepers to pay $48.50 to 
settle fines of $20 each and costs in 
case where more than a thousand 
weré charged with selling liquor in vio- 
lation of state prohibition laws. If all 
the indicted saloonists .pay fines, the 
total will be about $50,000. The saloons 
continued operation today as usual.

The defense was made after the 
witness had told of tne issuance to 
Havemeyer through Post himself of 
$1,000,000 of the common stock of the 
National Sugar Refining Company 
without any money consideration. 

Representative Madison referred t6 
the testimony given by Vice President 
Atkins,.of the American Sugar Refin- 
ing Company, and Lowell M. Palmer, 
former director of that company. He 
said Mr. Palmer had testified that Mr. 
Havemeyer hag organized the beet 
Sugar refineries, and while he (Palm- 
er) was in the directorate, he did not 
have anything to do with it.

“Did Thompson tell you why Have- 
meyer told him not to correspond 
about the weights?’’

Spitzer traced the history of' weigh- 
ing frauds through a long period, de- 
scribing six different systems. Asked 
if he had ever remembered seeing H.

Cotton Acreage 8.8 Per Cent 
Larger and Condition Fet- 
ter Than Last Year. 


Dallas, Texas, June 19.—Reports 
from 760 correspondents in Texas and 
Oklahoma, written on June 13 to be 
published by the Galveston-Dallas 
News tomorrow, show cotton acreage 
in Texas 8.8 per cent larger than last 
year and condition 3.7 better than 
same time last year; cotton. acreage 
in Oklahoma 18.4 per cent larger than 
last year and condition 9.2 per cent 
better than same time last year. Acres 
age figures are somewhat larger than 
the bureau report, which fact is attrib- 
uted to the continuance of planting 
after the bureau reports were made, 
much wheat and oats land having been 
plowed up ang set to cotton. 

Except in the Panhandle and plains 
country of Texas, drouth, hot winds 
ang intense heat Have prevailed in 


' both States for several weeks past, 


greatly curtailing the small grain 
crops, although prospects had been the 
best in years. 

The corn crop is also suffering very 
materially, but cotton has held up, al- 
though it is beginning to need rain. 
Since the reports were -written local 
rains have fallen in’ spots, but the 
drouth has not materially been broken. 
Scientific agriculture methods, more 
largely practiced than. ever before, 
have proven of value in resisting the 
drouth, and farmers are prepareg to 
offset their losses on grain crops by 
Planting liberally of June corn and 
forage crops as s00n as rains come.

Cartersville, Ga., Jume 19.—(Special.) 
At a meeting of the commissioners 
representing the counties of Cobb, 
Whitfield, Gordon, Catoosa and Bar- 
tow, which was helg today in this city, 
the great enthusiasm of the people 
which has been aroused over the con- 
Btruction ef the military highway 
between Atlanta and Chattanooga over 
the historical Johnson-Sherman route 
was evidenged, and it is a safe predic- 
tion that within a twelve-month a 
magnificent boulevard will be opened 
between the Georgia capital and Jort. 
Oglethorpe. 

The commissioners from the coun- 
tiles named above were invited here to- 
day by the local chamber of commerce 
for the purpose of discussing the ques- 
tion of building the highway and of 
securing the aiq of the federal govern- 
ment in the enterprise, but there sis 
every evidence that the enthusiasm of 
the people in the counties traversed 
by the true route that was taken by 
Johnson and Sherman during the

Speeches made at the elegant banquet 
served to the visiting commissioners at 
the Park hotel were full of fire and 
indicated without doubt that the peo-, 
ple of the counties along the route are 
determineg to have this great roadway 
connecting the states of Georgia and 4 
Tennessee.

Route’s Historical Value. 

The historical value of the proposed 
highway is one of its greatest fea- 
tures.

“We hereoy organize the Battiefiela 
Route Association and solicit for mem- 
bership in this association all of the 
citizens in our counties and earnestly 
ask the supori, sympathy and active 
assistance of each and every citizen 
in our counties toward the speedy com- 
pletion of a battlefield route from Chat- 
tanooga to Atlanta.

‘It shall be the duty of the secre- 
tary to actively take up the matter 
of governmental aid for this hignway 
with Congressman Lee or others, and 
ascertain as definitely as possible what 
assistance we may expect from the au- 
thorities at Washington, either now 
or later, by way of widening or mak- 
ing the highway more permanent, and 
it shall be his duty to inquire of the 
authorities of Fulton county, Georgia, 
and Hamilton county, Tennessee, if 
they will co-operate with us in extend- 
ing the highway from Cobb county to 
Atlanta and from Catoosa to Chatta- 
nooga. 

“The joint action of each of our 
counties in building such a highway 
will increase tenfold the incalculable 
benefits which will be derived from it 
by the present and future generations, 

“By the building of such a highway, 
each county will own one permanent 
boulevard, running practitally through 
its center, from which will eventually 
radiate addition highways to every 
part of the county; and 

“We extend to all other movements 
of similar import and tenor our sym- 
pathy and encouragement in their ef- 
forts looking toward the most prac- 
ticul development of our natural re- 
sources, which has ever been inaugu- 
rated among our wideawake, progres- 
sive and prosperous farmers.”

GROWTH OF DEPOSITS 
IN THE POSTAL BANKS 


Believed That Deposits Will 
Total $1,000,000 by 
July 1. 


Washington, June 19.—A statement 
issued today by Postmaster General 
Hitchcock shows that a total of $390,- 
666 was deposited in the first forty- 
eight postal savings banks in the five 
months of their operation. The second 
group of forty-five depositories, which 
opened for business on May 1, received 
in the first month $70,749 in deposits— 
14.47 per cent more than was taken in 
at the initial offices during the first 
month’s operation. There were 2,119 
separate deposits. averaging $33.39. 
On July 1, it will be possible for de- 
positors to convert their savfigs ac- 
count into United States bonds, bearing 
2% per cent interest. Many applica- 
tions for the bonds have been received. 

The reports received from the de- 
positories are so encouraging the pre- 
diction is made that by July 1, deposits 
will have reached $1,000,000.

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INEBRIETY ALWAYS CURABLE. 


Addressing the Conference of Charities and Corrections in Bos- 
ton recently, Robert A. Wood, a neurological expert, told the dele- 
gates that no case of inebriety was incurable, and n&ne so simple 
as to be safely treated as negligible. 

It may logically be questioned that inebriety, like drug addic- 

tions, can be absolutely sure of a cure in most extreme stages. 
The average physician believes that about as much depends upon 
years and physical condition as upon the will to quit. 
Given a very old man, whose vitality has been sapped by years 
and dissipation, it is open to debate how permanently or completely 
he can be reclaimed. He may be patched up for awhile, but when 
he is turned loose, there is a strong probability his frail vitality 
and his weakened will power will drive him again to the old habits. 
But regarding the prospects for reclaiming young or middle- 
aged inebriates, there is no question. It simply depends upon the 
proper treatment, which is about equally compounded of open air, 
occupation, psychology and patience. Cities and states, in increas- 
ing numbers, are evidencing much intelligence in this direction, as 
they are in the scientific treatment of criminals. 3 

It pays to be humane to the drunkard, just as it pays to trans- 
form the parasite into the producer. When a man becomes an 
habitual inebriate he costs society money in the shape of jails or 
courts, more money in lowered earning capacity, and still more in 
a family either pauperized or requiring continual aid from the com- 
munity. 

The day will come, and that soon, when the hard drinker will 
be sentenced to a farm instead of a prison or a chaingang. When 
it does, practical philanthropy will achieve a new meaning, society- 
at-large will be relieved of drains at a very large source, and the 
sum-total of human wretchedness will be materially reduced.

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THE AIRSHIPS WRITE MORE WARNINGS. 


In one day, the day appointed for the start of the European cir- 
cuit race, the aeroplane added three lives to the heavy toll it has 
already taken. In one instance, the fatality was due diréctly to the 
inefficiency of the operator, and in the other two to those explosions 
of the power fuel which aviation has not yet learned to guard 
against.

Each time we stage an aeroplane event of any magnitude, or one in- 
volving crucial tests of the machinery of the various devices, one or 
more tragedies have warned us not to expect too much of this means 
of locomotion, from the practical standpoint, for the immediate 
future. 

In course of time dirigibles and aeroplanes may regularly ply 
the air planes above the Atlantic ocean. “But such a climax is yet 
far from realization.

So while we may have cause to regret that we misconstrued 
the Spaniards in at least one respect, nothing more formidable than 
‘the re-wording of a few chapters in history will follow the possible 
disclosure that the destruction was not dealt by Spanish agents.

But I do mean a working agreement 
on such features as all farmers have 
in common, perhaps on co-operative 
and distributing movements, and on 
legislative programs,

world’s battles, whether on the field, 
in thé counting house, the ohurch, or 
in political reforms.

Washington, June 19 —Secretary of 
the Navy Meyer today discussed his 
plans for concentrating navy yard work 
and abandoning plants that would not 
be needed in time of war, before the 
house committee on expenditures in 
the navy department. The secretary, it 
is said, will recommend the abandon- 
ment of the yards at Portsmouth, N. H., 
Philadelphia and Charleston, 8. C., and 
have those at Boston, New York and 
Norfolk prepared for handling all con- 
Struction and repair work done by the 
Sovernment on the Atiantic coasr 

retary Meyer recommenued to the 
house committee on naval affairs last 
Session that the navy yards at Sacketts’ 
Harbor, Port Royal, S. C.; Pensacola, 
Pla.; New Orleans, San Juan and 
i Cavite be abandoned, and today he said 
that after further consideration of the 
Matter he determined that three navy 
yards on the Atlantic coast and three 
on the Pacific would be amply sufficient 
in time of war. 

Consideration as to what yards should 
be abandoned, he said, had been re- 
ferred to the joint army and navy 
board. 

In the event of war operations: in 
the Pacific, Secretary Meyer said that 
Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, which he de- 
acribed as “the Gibraltar of the Pa- 
cific,” would be the base of operations 
for the United States fleet. 

‘You say,” queried Representative 
Hardy, chairman of the committee, 
“that the Philippines have been aban- 
doned as a naval base. Does that mean 
that we would abandon the islands in 
time of war?” 

The secretary pointed out that the 
army was being strongly fortified in 
the Philippines, and that so long as the 
United States fleet in the Pacific was 
concentrated as a unit operating from 
Pearl Harbor, no foreign power would 
be able to land a large force of men 
in the Philippines.

Mean: Minority Rule.

New Haveh, Conn., June 19.—The 
cares of life were forgotten by Yale 
graduates young and old tonight as 
they. gave themselves up to enjoyment 
ef social events, receptions and com- 
mencement: reunions. 

The literary exercises of the day 
were concluded in the late afternoon 
with an address ‘by Attorney General 
G. W. Wickersham at the law school. 

Mr. Wickersham told why he is op- 
posed to the proposed constitution of 
Arizona ahd scored the referendum, the 
initiative and recall. It was an abuse 
of language to call such a scheme of 


government popular, he said. 

“Tt ig ‘an attempt,” declared the at- 
torney general, “to create a govern- 
ment of all the people by a minority 
of the people for a small minority of 
the. people.” 

Mr. Wickersham declared that less 
than 27 per cent of the voters and six 
per cent of the total population of the 
territory had vated for the Arizona 
constitution. 

“Congress may (well consider whether 
a territory in which only 35 per cent of 
the qualified electors exhibit» sufficient 
interest to vote on the adoption of ‘the 
fundamental law on which it, seeks ad- 
mission to the union, gives evidence 
of .that capacity for self-government 
which is so essential té e mainte- 
nance of free institutions,” said he, 
“There would seem to be little use in 
choosing a convention of delegates to 
frame}a, constitution who submit the 
same.to popular vote, if after adop- 
tion after no stability or no degree of 
permanence is secured, but the results 
may be changed as readily and perhaps 
more readily than an. ordinary. act of 
the islature. :

PROPOSED TO WAR: DEPARTMENT

Washington, June 9.—({ Special J— 
What would amount actically to a 
revolution in handling’.the troops of 
the Uniteq States army has-been pro- 
posed to. the war “department. It is 
known as the “localization of the 
army.” The first experiment: is sug- 
gested for the cavalry. 

Instead of, as af present, obtaining 
recruits from al¥ sections of the coun- 
try and assigning them to regiments 
at various posts, the new order of 
things would be’ to locate the regi-1. 
ments at permanent headquarters at 
the army posta, throughout the United 
States and enlist recruits for each f 
regiment from the surrounding coun- 
try where it is assigned. 

In this way the enlisted men will 
not only be able to maintain homes 
or continue to live with their parents 
while not on duty, but local pride in 
the regiments would be created. This 
would also lead to local names for. the 
military units, which, while net losing 
their numerical’ designations given 
them by the war department. could 
also be known, for instance, as “The 
Fort Snelling |. Grenadiers’ or . “The 
Twin City Battery,” or some such title. 

In the opinion of the officials of the. 
war. department, howev the most 
‘beneficial result of the eMange would 
be the, continuation of “home ties.” 
The men, instead of seeking pleasure 
in places of questionable character, 
would always be able on their off time 
to visit their homes and enjoy the 
same privileges and pleasures as are 
afforded civilians. It would,. in the 
opinion of officials, not only ‘elevate 
the moral plane of the men, but would 
make for greater efficiency and result 
in even a higher class of enlisted per- 
sonnel than at present. 

It is believed in naval circles that a 
somewhat similar change will have to 
be brought about in the navy. At pres- 
ent the vessels of the navy, especially 
the battleships, spend but two months 
approximately out of twelve at their 
“home yards.” In this way the enlist- 
ed as well as commissioned personnel 
are kept away from their families, 
with the result that the officers” be- 
come @issatisfied and the enlisted men 
refuse to re-enlist at the heompajatiing of 
their first terms. 

The English system is polated to as 
an admirable example. In England no 
long cruises are taken, The battie-;

tached to a certain navy, yard and do 
all their sea work, such target prac- 
tice from Monday until Friday and re- 
turn to their yard so as to enabilé the 
officers and men to spend.

Seventeen-yeur locusts’ are not the 
Only insect pesis noted as displaying 
extraordinary activity this year. South- 
ern Kansas reports extensive damage 
from the forest tent caterpillar. 

The forest tent caterpillar is biue- 
headed, with a'black body and a line of 
silvery, diamond-shaped spots down the 
middle of its vack, it is known in al- 
most every part of. the United. States. 
It feeds by preference on the foliage of 
trees and shrubs. In Kansas this year 
it has appeared in bewildering num- 
bers, defoliating thousands of acres of 
timber, and is now.at work jon fruit 
and shade trees. Farmers complain 
that the caterpillars are getti into 
the watering troughs and wells, with 
disastrous results. Riley, the entomol- 
Ogist, recals tuat im 1862 these cater- 
pillars were so abundant in the neigh-

HUMAN REMAINS 
FOUND IN MAINE 


eee rrceememne 


Bones of Right Foot and of 
fore Arm Are Found 


Much of the Wreck Is Now 
Visible ,and the Exploration 
of the Interior Will Soon Be- 
gin---Will Be Some Time Be- 
fore Full Exploration. 


Havana, June 19.—With the first dis- 
covery .this morning .of ‘some human 
fragments, the work of exploring the 
hull of the Maine for the primary pur- 
pose of recovering and giving honor- 
able sepulcher to the bodies of her 
crew was at last begun after many 


months of preliminary work. 
While workmen were clearing the 
spar deck between the after and en- 
gine room superstructure, they found 
bones of a right foot enclosed in the 
ragged remnant of @ shoe and near- 
by the bones of a forearm, the hand 
being missing. Soon after this they 
came upon the bones of another fore- 
arm. <All were Mackened, possibly 
from fire, and deeply encrusted with a 
coral growth. 
Further exploration in that portion 
of the ship did not reveal anything 
which might assist in the identifica- 
tion. 
All the-Spar Deck Visible. 
The water level had been lowered 
at nightfall to fourteen feet, leaving 
visible all the spar deck frém the stern 
to the forepart of the engine room 
upper structure on the port side. The 
latter deck is badly bulged and appar- 
ently the side of the ship under. this, 
including the armor belt, was blown 
outwards, which probably resulted in 
fhe explosion of the Maine after-mag- 
azine. | 
Up to the present it has been im- 
possible to identify that portion of 
the keel, which, according to the re- 
port of the original board of survey, 
was raised many feet above ita origi- 
nal position and was strongly indica- 
tive of an exterior explosion. But so 
great is the cenfusion of the masses 
of material heaved up that identifica- 
tion of any portion of the structural 
material is exceedingly difficult and 
probably can only be completely de- 
termined when the wreck is entirely 
clear of the water. 
This evening the after-part of the 
vessel, including the officers’ quarters, 
had been for the most part cleared of 
mud and Gebris. ‘The dead lights of 
the main deck on the after port side 
are visi’ le, but a view of the interior 
is obscured by masses of mud. By 
morning the water level will be reduc- 
ed to fifteen feet, when pumping will 
be suspended. The exposed portions 
will then be freed from silt and ma- 
rine growths and further exploration 
of the interior will be made possible. 
No Reason Fér Haste. 
Brigadier General Bixby, chief of the 
engineer corps, U. 8. A., said tonight: 
“There is no reason for haste. The 
best policy is ‘to clear up the exposed 
portions before further lowering the 
water level. When the water is all 
out a great part of the hull will re- 
main imbedded many feet in the mud. 
Then it is probable that explorations 
will continue in the :nterior of the hull

Washington, June 19.—President Taft, 
in a hapry vein, delivered au address 
to the Commercial Club of Cincinnati 
today, at which the lightly referred to 
the possibility of “going back to a less 
active life,’ away from the rpresidency 
as having both welcome and unwel- 
come phases; that in the absence of 
any proysion for ex-presidents he 
would open a law Gffice in his old 
vome city, and thet he is determined 
that his son lobert shall work out 
his life amid those surroundings. 

Mr. Taft was speaking at the Chevy 
Chase Club here in the Washington 
suburbs, at a luncheon tendered him 
there by the Cincinnati Commercial 
Club, and was formally accepting for 
Mrs. Taft and himself a silver rose 
bowl presented by the Cincinnattans, 

To Returm te Cincinnati, 


The president said in part:” 

“As I look about this tabdle and ex- 
erocise such merory as has been left to 
me after my experience in Washing- 
ton, almost every face brings up some 
incident in my life at Tincinrati that 
I like to cherish, and as the time grows 
nearer when I sghali ze bach to Cin- 
cinnati to make it my permanent home, 
2s a retiring place for one ex-president, 
the pleasure of retrospection as to Cin- 
cinnatti friendships grows greater and 
greater. 

“Mrs. Taft and I esteem the coming 
of the Commercial Clnb here to at- 
terd our silver wedding as the chief 
pleasure of the occasion.

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PUT A PUBLIC HIGH SCHOOL 
IN REACH OF EVERY CHILD 


—Prof. Jos. S. Stewart 


Athens, Ga., June ER 
Affeeting the accredited high schools 
and through them the city systems of 
public schools and the country com- 
mon schools, the work done by the pro- 
fessor of secondary edueation at the 
University of Georgia will reach a 
vastly larger percentage of the peo- 
than any other de- 


Prof. Joseph S. Stewart, in charge of 
that work for eight years, has just 
made his report to the chancellor and 
faculty for transniission to the trus- 
tees, who are in annual session here. 

From that report some interesting 
facts are to be learned. His report 
in part is as follows: ‘S 

Professor Stewart's Report. 


A large part of my time during the 
summer was given to campaigning for 
the adoption of the  eonstitutional 
amendment permitting county taxes 
for high school purposes. This amend- 
ment passed the house with only threes 
votes against it and the senate with 
two negative votes. It was adopted 
by the’ people last October by a major- 
ity of over 16,000 votes. Another 
amendment permitting state aid for 
high schools w defeated in the house, 
though it recefved 114 votes, nine less 
than the recofied 114, two-thirds. 

Since the adoption of the amend- 
ment I have visited all but one of the 
24 local tax counties, meeting with the 
boards of education, endeavoring to. 
plan a system of county high scgools 
for each. Committees have been ap- 
pointed to prepare courses of study, to! 
recommend text-books and to locate 
the high schools. I believe most of 
the counties mentioned will be ready 
to put the rural high schools in opera- 
tion is fall. Much of my time next 
year will be given to this rural phase 
of the work. The development of rural 
high schools was made possible by the 
amendment. The state is under obli- 
gation. to Hon. G. Ogden Persons, who 
ably directed the bill in the house. 

There has been a wholesale growth 
in the aecredited high schools and con- 
siderable increase in their number, as 
will be seen from statistics following. 
Many applications had to be passed 
over until next year. 


Increase in Accredited Schools. 


The number of four-year accredited 
high schools has increased. since my 
last report from 52 to 63. The number} 
of three-year schools in Group IT has| 
increased from 75 to 86. The number 
of threé-year schools in Group III has 
increased from 14 to 21. The district 
agricultural schools show considerable 
progress for the year.

This followed the opening of the new 
constituent assembly this morning, at 
which the president of the chamber 
read a decree proclaiming the abolition 
of the monarchy and the banishment 
from Portugal of the royal family of 
Braganza, which was unanimously ap- 
proved. The decree was also read by 
the president to the great throngs 
which gathered outside the assembly 
building. 

George J. Lorillard, American charge 
d'affaires, in the afternoon waited upon 
Senor Machedo, minister of foreign af- 
fairs and delivered a note which stated 
that the United States officially recog- 
nizes the new Portugtiese government. 

The day was observed as a public 
holiday throughout the whole country. 
Popular demonstrations in honor of 
the occasion were held everywhere, but 
no disorders are reported.

COUNCIL HOLDS’ | 
BUSY MEETING 


City Salesmen Are Given Per- 
mission to Meet in the 
Council Chamber. 


The meeting of council in Taft Hall 
yesterday afternoon was a warm one, 
many questions of mterest being con- 
sidered. 

Chief among these was the approval 
by council of the sale of $840,000 worth 
of bonds, an amendment of the city 
charter prohibiting any contract bé- 
ing awarded to a company in which 
a city official was interested, the re- 
vival of the nepotism discussion, and 
the settlement of the suit of the city 
against the Hoily Manufacturing Com- 
pany in regard to the Hemphill sta- 
tion pumping engine. 

The amendment prohibiting th2 
award of contracts to companies in 
which city officials are interested was 
introduced by Chambers and Maddox. 
It not only provided that the official 
must not be directly concerned in 
Buch a company, but that he must 
also have no connection with it either 
directly or indirectly. The amendment 
was adopted. - 

One of the hottest discussions de- 
veloped when permission was asked by 
the City Salesmen’s Association to 
hold their weekly meetings in the 
council chamber. In the old city hall 
they gathered in the council cloak- 
room, but in the new building this 
is too small. Many of the councilmen 
advocated the gianting of the permis- 
gion, but others thought it should be 
referred to a committee, Councilmen 
Evins and Sstoy being chief among 
these. Upon a vote it was decided 
to grant the desired permission. 

An open air ward for Grady hospital 
was asked in an Ordinance introduced 
by Alderman Spratling. The ward will 
cost $4,500, and $3,000 of this amount 
will be taken from the Inman fund. 
The city is asked to give the other 
$i1,§00. The ordinance was referred 
to the finance committee. | 

Upon the agreement of the Holly 
Manufacturing Company to repair the 
engine at the Hemphill pumping sta- 
tion, it was motioned that the suit of 
the city against the company for $4,500 
be dropped. The motion was adopted. 

A resolution was introduced placing 
the officers of the sanitary department 
on a civil service appointment basis. 
Alderman Johnson opposed it, declar- 
ing that it was an evasion of the 
“nepotism” rule. The motion was re- 
férred to a committee. 

An ordinance amending an ordinance 
was adopted which made some changes 
adn the law which abolished city phy- 
sicians and provides for two assistant 
health officers. The amendment des- 
ignated the two new officials as “city 
physicians” and provided for their 
the medical board instead 
of the medical staff of the Grady hos- 
pital. The amendment further pro- 
vided that the medical board should 
gubmit six names to the general coun- 
ceil and that applicants ‘for the posi- 
tions should be required to have one 
year’s actual practice instead of a 
year’s experience in a hospital. These 
ehanges were made to perfect the or- 
dinance. 

One thousand dollars were secured 
for the Grant park zoo by transfer- 
ring $500 from a surplus in the bridge 
account and a like amount from what 
was left. 6n hand from the appropria- 
tion for removing the engine “Texas.” 

A resolution by Councilman Harrison 
allowing merchants t6 display water- 
melons in front of their stores was re- 
ferred to the board of health. 

An ordinance was introduced by 
Councilmen Johnston and Evins which 
prohibits the removal of muffler cut- 
outs on automobiles, and it was re- 
ferred to the ordinance committee. 

An ordinance came from the board 
of health which provided that mer- 
chants could use electric fans in their 
stores instead of fly screens. This was 
withdrawn to give place to an ordi- 
mance by Councilman Harrison which 
provided-that all fruit stands, as well 
as stores, shall be screened. The Har- 
vison ordinance was adopted.

ed have been carefully considered and 
prepared, we do not ask council to 
vote hurriedly in such an important 
matter. As will be seen, we propose 
to reduce the membership of council 
and the aldermanic board one-half.

Personally, I believe in ward repre- 
sentation and a government directed 
by the people. Every voter should 
have some one Man in council to take 
care of him when his property and 
rights are being voted upon.
